Lee  Whiting  and  Ed  Stoddard  served  as 
narrators,  with  the  various  roles  taken  by  Norman  Belkin,  Gene  Burns,  Joseph 
Burns,  Donald  Freed,  Gabriel  Harvey,  John  Houlton,  William  O'Connell,  David 
Ossman,  Richard  Peel,  Bruce  Timson  and  Ben  Wright  — all  members  of  Pacifica 
Players.

Presented  To  KPFK 

The  Bruckner  Society  of  America  has  con- 
ferred an  honorary  citation  for  "Signal  serv- 
ices to  the  music  of  Gustav  Mahler"  upon 
KPFK,  Los  Angeles,  and  William  Malloch, 
music  director  of  the  station.  This  award  was 
presented  to  the  local  Pacifica  listener-spon- 
sored FM  station  (90.7  fm)  in  recognition  of 
William  Malloch's  program  series  on  the  life 
and  music  of  the  famous  Austrian  composer- 
conductor,  Gustav  Mahler. 

The  Bruckner  Society  consists  of  a  distin- 
guished body  of  composers  and  performers 
dedicated  to  promoting  the  music  of  Anton 
Bruckner  and  Gustav  Mahler.  It  makes  yearly 
awards  and  citations  to  individuals  and  or- 
ganizations who  have  made  outstanding  con- 
tributions toward  furthering  the  goals  of  the 
organization.  The  Society's  twice-yearly  pub- 
lication. Chord  &  Discord,  is  well  known 
among  musicians. 

William  Malloch  devoted  two  weeks  of 
programming  from  July  6  through  19  of 
1964  to  Gustav  Mahler.  Not  only  were  all 
of  the  composer's  works  played  during  this 
period,  but  a  number  of  programs  were  pro- 
duced dealing  with  various  aspects  of  the 
Mahler  works  and  personality,  in  depth. 
Thirteen  people  were  interviewed  who 
either  performed  under  Mahler  or  had  vivid 
recollections  of  him,  and  special  programs 
were  devoted  to  the  Tenth  Symphony,  Mah- 
ler's singers  at  the  Vienna  Court  Opera, 
Mahler's  musical  quotations,  and  the  songs 
of  Alma  Mahler.
